bd ARK WE ADOLITIONISTS? 

Th Jast Lucifer, Francis Barry (whose article in the 
main we endorse) says: 

$. Ohr good friend W. Porkins (Lucifer, Jan. 14.) is, I think, 
Vartlontarly, unfortunate in solocting Gargison, who demand: 


Ud trisonditional aValltishy as bicker td a “set of reformers 
who only go for tho modification of an infernal system.” 


Let us see about this: Of the many forms of human 
slavery Garrison devoted himself to the abolition of 
one only, i, o. the slavery having its bulwark in tho 
laws and customs that recognized and sanctioned 
man’s right to property in man, whereby tho white 
man could own and control the time and the Inbor of 
the black man. These laws and custome did not 
grant the right to kill and eat the slave, and make 
soap or knife handles of his bones; so it could not be 
said that the master owned the body of his slavo as he 
owned the body of his orso orox. Against all laws 
and customs granting ownership of the black man by 
the white man, on account of difference in race or col 
or, Wm. L, Garrison waged a war of extermination. 
But ho did not demand the abolition of all laws and 
customs by which men work for and with cach other. 

In like manner we as individualists demand tho un 
conditional abolition of all laws and customs recog: 
nizing man’s right to property in woman. Our laws 
and customs do not give to man thu right to sell his 
wife nor to beat her with a olub, as men were onco al- 
jawed to do, but they do recognizo his right to owner- 
ship and control of her gex-bood, her maternal func- 
tions—that is to say, the womanhood of the wifo is put 
at the mercy of her husband as completely as the man- 
hood of the slave was put at the mercy of his master. 
If tho slave had a good man for his master his lot was 
tolerable, but if the master happened to be a brute 
tho fate of the slave was often worse than death. So 
inourlaw-enforced monogamy, If the husband is 
merciful and humane the life of the wile is not intol- 
erable, though true individuality on her part is seldom 
possible; but if tho husband proves to be a brute in do- 
manding his “marital rights” the life of the wife is 
often a living death, 


But while demanding the total abolition of all laws 
that recognize man’s “marital rights” In er over the 
sex-hood of woman we by no means ask for the abol- 
ition of voluntary association of women and men in 
the sex-relation, Bizne A., in last Lucifer, says: “I 
am a great admirer of Paul, and I think it better to 
marry not at all,” The common understanding is that 
when Paul advised against marriage he advocated co- 
libacy, strictly construed. Hej would have no sex- 
association at all—that 1s, of the kind that } produces, 
or is Hable to produce offspring. We certainly do 
not wish to abolish marriage in that sense. Whenev- 
er a man associates with a woman in the way that 
produces, oris liable to produce offspring, he MARRIES 
her, and she marries him, by natural law, whether that 


association lasts lifetime, a day or only an hour.

ARE WE ABOLITIONISTS?

Garrison struck at one form only of human slavery 
and thatnot the fundamental or most baneful form 
and the resultis that though chattel slavery of the 
African variety has been abolished itis very doubtful 
whether the human race, asa whole, has been really 
lifted to a higher level by tho success of tha gnti-slay- 
ery crusade. 

Tho war for the suppression of chattel slayery re- 
sulted in, if it did not necessitate, a vast accession of 
power in the hands of the general government, and 
that power is used to oppress and enslaves-through 
moropolization of natural resources and through the 
tricks of bonded debt and contraction of curreney—not 
only the colored, but every other man who works at 
productive labor, . 

We, asindiyidualists, strike at what we conceive to 
be the fundamental slavery—the slavery that through 
the denial to woman of self-ownership in the sex-rela- 
tion, denies to the race its most important means of 
improvement. Until this form of slayery is abolished 
tho human raco will continue to breed willing slaves 
and (the complements of these) autocratic tyrants,

Again, Mr. Barry says: “Tho criticism 1¥ 
Harman-Walker is this: They are guilty of dignifying 
marriage—holding it up with ono hand whilo pulling 
it down with the other.” With equal truth and point 
bo might havo said, “The criticism I have for Garri- 
son is that ho was guilty of dignifying human labor 
—holding itup with one hand while pulling it down 
with the other.” , 

Tf friend Barry has read Lucifer carefully be knows 
that we hayce always opposed ecclesiastio or canon-law 
marriage, and so far as the state has followed the 
church we hayo opposed statuto marriage. Our con- 
stant effort has been to abolish this relio of barbar- 
ism. o5’ . 

What thén? Simply this: Voluntary séx‘association 
will remain, just as the right of Free Contract in re- 
gard to labor remains when industrial slavery is abol 
ished, We demand tho “unconditional abolition” of 
compulsory service in the sex-relation—woe demand it 
with all the emphasis with which Garrison demanded 
the abolition’of compulsory servico in manual labor, 

Wo certainly po wish to “dignify” sex-association 
hy lifting it outof tho foul rat of ccclesiastic domina- 
tion and placing it upon the elovated plane of intelli- 
gent voluntaryism, known as “civil contract,” Wa 
uso tho the term marriage to avoid tho use ọfa cireum 
locution, Marriage is no moro slavery, perse, than 
labor is slavery, per so. 

Garrison and his co-workers did not reject the aid 
of law when it offered its help. They often appealed 
to the American “Bill of Rights” and demanded that 
statute Jaw should be made to conform thereto. Wo 
quote the same, and maintain that it should protect, 
usinour effort to practicalize liberty for women in 
sex sclations, > 


We hayo found, on looking over the ground, that 
evolution hag been at work in statute law, as well as 
elsowhere, Aro wo to blame because we tako ad- 
vantage of this fact? Kansas law nowhere states what 
it is that should constitute the “civil contract” known 
asmarriago, and thus itleaves the terms and stipula- 
tions of tho contract to the contracting parties them- 
selvos, It is true that the statuto illogically and 
inconsistently says that “marriago shall only be entered 
into and dissolved as provided by law,” Lut it there 
be nothing “essential” to marriage except the “consent 
of tho parties,” as tho statute plainly indicates,then the 
next turn of the evolutionary wheel must compel the 
adinission that nothing is essential to the dissolution 
of tho contract but the consent of the parties them- 
selvos, Tho logical complement of free {marriage is 
free divorce. If differences ariso in regard to tho set~ 
tlement of property rights or the disposition of chil- 
dren, these differences could and should be settled by 
inexpensive arbitration instead of bya costly appeal to 
to divorco courts, Evolution shows or will show that 
the modern state is not a paternal ruler and therefore it 
cannot take that relation towards its citizens, in ro- 
gard to marriaga and diyorea,any “more than in any 
other private and personal affair. 


No, friend Barry, wo do not advocate a “modification 
of an infernal systems” we “go for” tho total abolition 
of the syetom known as ecclesiastio marriage, or canon- 
law marriage; many features of which have been 
adopted into what is known as statuto marriage. But 
we would urgo abolition no faster than the people 
are prepared to accept it voluntarily, Like Garrison 


Lovejoy, Stephen S Foster and others of that school, 
our methods are peaceful agitation and passive resist- 
once. We do not adopt the methods of John Brown 
and the Kansas “Jayhawkers." We do not beliere in 
making forceful “raids” into the enemy’s territory. 
We prefer to keep strictly within our own ground and 
platform, and invite all the world to join us upon that’ 
platform. John Brown was a consistent Christian 
and believed that only by the shedding of blond could 
the sins of the people be wiped out. We, on the 
contrary, advocate peaceful cvolution through educa- 
tional methods, and the repeal of invasive laws. 


Our readers will please remember that in thus speak- 
ing of the early abolitionists we are notcomparing per- 
sons Dut positions and relations. We claim none of the 
honors. that are awarded tothe pidncers in the old Anti. 
slavery conflict, and speak now of these old pioneers 
simply because a comparison ‘with them has been 
challenged. But sinceit has been challenged we may 
perhaps be excussned 1f we pursue the comparison of 
positions and relations a little further, 

Garrison, Foster, and many others wero imprisoned 
on account of their uncompromising altitude towards 
the slavery that placed the person, the time and the 
labor of the black man under the almost irresponsible 
control of his white master. Two of the Lucifer 
band aro now suffering imprisonment more rigid and 
relentless than was ever suffered by the aforesaid aboli- 
tionists, becauso of our uncompromising attitude 
towards the laws and customs that give the person— 
the sex-hood—of woman into the almost irresponsible 
control of her Jegal master, her husband. Garrison 
was threatened with hanging, The rope has been 
freely recommended in our case. Bailey’s and Love- 
joy’s printing outfits were destroyed, and if ours has 
thus far escaped, it has not been for want of inclina- 
tion on the part of our persecutors, Mob law has 
been freely recommended by the county press and, if 
we are rightly informed, by more than one of the 
clergy and by prominent church members. Mob-law, 
by tho way, seems to grow and flourish on Kansas soil 
almost as naturally ani luxuriantiy as does the native 
sun-flower, Only a few weeks ago, under the stimu. 
lus of a threatening letter published in the Oskaloosa 
Independent, allusion to which was made at the time 
in these columns, the mob spirit ran so high that a, 
prominent city oficial expressed it as his opinion that 
the Lucifer offico was in danger of destruction. While 
opposed to mob-law himself Le feared the mob spirit 
could notbe restrained. In Kansas now, as in New 
England then, freedom of speech and of opinion exist 
only in name, 

Finally, for this timo and this theme, we would say 
that while accepting all the aid we can get from evo» 
luted human law we are disposed to make no compro- 
mise of principle to savo our property, our liberty, or 
even our lives, With Garrison we say: 

“Tam in earnest—I will not equivocate—I will not 
excuso—I will not retract a single inch, AndI wiru 
NR HEARD” 

The cruel fetters of barbaric laws now prevent two 
of our number from being heard, but we cannot be- 
lieve that the civilization of this age willlong tolerate 
such outrages as have, for the past five months, stained 
tho name and fame of Kansas.

As friend Warren addresses himself to Sada Bailey 
Fowler in his long letter, I prefer to let her answer 
him, but will ask her forbenrance while I take issue} 
with hin on just one point, viz: “The dictionary is 
right, and the ancient philosophers were right in mak- 
ing Anarchy synonymous with confusion aud disorder.” 
The only dictionary that has the right to speak with 
authority upon this subject is the Greek dictionary, 
and this does not make Anarchy synonymous with con- 
fusion and disorder. Ido not now recall any sayings 
of ancient philosophers in which such a¥definition of 
Anarchy was given, but i£ there be any such, the 
cause isnot hard to find. The ancients knew nothing 
of a government of equal rights—nothing of a real 
republic or commonwealth where all were equally sov- 
ereign. The idea that men could govern themselves 
without the aid of the gods,or of some one appointed or 
permitled by the gods to rule, seems not to have been 
known, or at least not tolerated. Henecit is not strange 
that when there was no recognized ruler—no archon 
there was always a struggle for that position, and 
this struggle produced “confusion and disorder” until- 
a new archon established his authority, his right to 
rule. afreky means that which is first or chief,—hence 


an Archism is a government of first men or chiefs. 
Anarchism is the opposite of this. Ib is a govern- 
ment in which there are aro no first men, no chiefs, 
but all equals, and all govern themselves, Our gov- 
ernment was the first experiment in history that at- 
tempted to practicalize Anarchism, but the attempt 
has proved a most lamentable failure. Ours is an 
archisn—a government of archons, or chiefs. We do 
not govern ourselves, and do not even pretend to do 
so. We flatter ourselves that we choose our rulers, 
our Archons, but this claim is ouly pretense, Our 
rulers are chosen for us by professionals who make 
a business, an oceupation of politics; often these pro- 
fessionals nre amply the tools of plutocrats, the hire- 
lings of corporate capital.

It is just as natural for the sexes to 
desire each other's pociety as it is for 
them to breathe the glad, free air, 

Tho loving and affectionate girl fed on 
promises ofa roseate hue, is taught {to 
keep in the ‘background all manifesta 
tion of tenderness or passion for the 
other sex. By and by she is sought out 
by some man who has by contact with 
all kinds of associations, formed small 
vices innumerable, even if perchanco he 
has oscaped the larger ones. Meanwhile 
cloistered at home or school she has 
hoarded up in her heart a whole ocoan 
of love and is more than ready to pour 
1t out on tho first Romeo who present 
himself if he be not abedlutely repulsive 
to her, Little by little he wins from 
her the idolatry sho has been longing to 
bestow upon some man who was to fil 
the bill of perfection her lover was suro 
to possess, ;

Every 
woman must loarn to be self-suy porting 
and solf-cared for, Money has been 


eallod the“root of all evil,” but it 1s just 
as surely the means to all good ns soon 
aswomen hold their own purse strings 
and are ableto work and earn, buy and 
sell, and come and go as freely as men 
do. ‘They will learn to protect and take 
care of themselves far better than thoy 
aronow protectod and cared for by mat. 
You may think it unsafe for women to 
go out at night alone, but history proves 
it more unsafe for her to go with her 
lover as n safeguard, How many poor 
girls are fonnd daad after a cozy walk or 
safe ride with a lover. | 

It is fast becoming evident that wo- 
man must be her own protector and de- 
fender. She must be equally educated 
with her brother and have some trado 
or profession by which she can earn her 
own support, Those who choose mothe 
erhood and homo labora should receive 
equally with the husband the reward of 
her earnings, notas now doled out to 
wives and mothers, but us is paid to 
servants, housekeepers and hired labor- 
ers of all kinds. 

Our women must educato their sons as 
their daughters, to see and understand

Francis Barry in last Lucifer asks this 
question, and takes the ground that the 
autonomistic marriage contract is no 
guarantee against abuse in the sex- 
relation, 

Let us see what the probabilities nre. 
Toillustrate the matter, take this little 
story from real lire: Some fifteen years 
ago whileactipgas justice of the peace 
in aneighboripg stata, I was often called 
to perform the marriage ceremony, 
Among other applicants in this line was 
ayoung widow, refined and well-brod, 
iv whose welfare my wife and I took un- 
usualinterest, She was poor, livedon a 
small rented farm with her two young 
children, She found the strugglo for 
existence nhard one, and to oscape a life 
of hardship and privation, or of depend- 
ena upon her friends, she accepted, on 
short acquaintance, a proposal of mar- 
riago from ayoung widower, who al- 
though nota bad man m his dealings 
with men, was in most respecta her info- 
rior, In fact they had but few mental 
traitsor tastes in common, It was sim- 
ply a casc, so mournfully frequent, in 
which a goodwoman sacrifices all her 
finer sensibilities, sucrifices her woman- 
hood, sacrifices her self-respect, and in 
the ond often sacrifices her hoalthand 
oven lifeitself, on tha altar of matrimony; 
and for what? Simply for the bare 
prospect of bettering her condition 
financially or socially; for the prospect 
of a home and comparative independence 
forherse!f and her children, 

For a time, with this couple, all seemed 
to goon well onough, but soon there were 
sigosoftrouble. ‘lhe face of the young 
wife no longer wore its sunny smile, and 
one morning early sue camo to us and 
confidedto my wife « fearful tale of bex- 
abuse, I could sea the poor woman’s 
tears and hear her sobs, though I did not 
hear what sho said, From my wife I 
learned that her friend's errand was to 
ask meto talk to her husband and try to 
prevail on him to be less exacting in the 
exercise of his “marital rights” She 
could give him credit asa good provider, 
andin tho main, kind husband, but his 
exactions in this particular were fast 
kiling her, and she did not want to die 
and leave her young children, 

Did I comply with this woman's re- 
quest? No, Idid not, If Thad done so 

"I might have got a black eye for my 
* paing, and perhaps made it worse rather 
than better for the wife. He could, and 
probably would have said, “Mind your 
own business and I will mind mine. 
The woman is my wife. What did sho 
marry me for if she did not intend to 
carry out ber part ofthe program? What 
does a man want n woman for anyway?” 
All that I could have said would have 
been to advise him to bo merciful in the 
exorcise of his marital rights. In the 
words of Shylock he could have retorted: 

“On what compulsion must I? answer 
me that!’ Yo valued women just as he 
valued horees, for tho service he could 
wet out of them. He knew that wives 
‘were cheap—much cheaper than horses 
or cattleplenty to be had for the ask- 
tng. This wife was his third—though 
still a young man. 

Now my point is right bere: It tho 
marringe had been autovomistio I could 
have gona to him and said: “In my pres- 
enco, as justice, and in the presence of 
other witnesses, you promised that yon 
would not invade your wife's right to 
porsona) ownership, did you not? You 
conceded to her the samo right to ro- 
pulse your advances, if not agreeable ta 

- her, that shehad to repulse them before 
marriage, did you not? Have you com- 
plied with that promise? Your wife's 
countenance itsel€—the unerring signs 
that every physician or physiologist can 
read ata glance—tells me that she is 
tho victim of sex-abuse. I do not need 


to ask you or ask her. You are 
killing her by inches and = you 
ought to know it, if you do not, 


Now as ono of the witnesses to 
your contract, and as tho official who 
made a record of your self-imposed obli- 
gations, I ask you to comply “with your 
contract and duly respect the individu- 
ality of your conjugal companion.” Thon 
it bo should have disregarded the ad- 
monition I would have had a reasonable 
excuse to urge the woman to leave him, 
and Icould have been a valid witness 
for her in a demand for equitable sepa” 
tion, on the ground of breach of con- 
tract, and although I must admit that 
our divorce courts aro so undeveloped, 
so worse than barbario, that such stipula- 
tions as the above wonld probably be 
disregarded by them, I maintain tha’ tho 
prevalence of such marriage contracta 
wonld have a powerful tendency towards 
civiliziug said divorce courts; and eren 
if they should not have that effect it is 
certainly true that most men, even the 
coarsest and most sordid, have a regerd 
for their.reputation as men of honor, as 
to keeping their pledges, openly and 
publicly made, ARMINIUS.

To Sada Bailey Dowler, 


Although I havo written as much as 
would seem to be my share in the cons 
troversy now waging in Luciter's col- 
umns, concerning the rights of men and 
women 1n their Joyo relations, yet as my 
name is ao constantly quoted, und so often 
in connection with statements recklessly 
unfair and misleading, I think I may be 
pardoned for staying with youall awhile 
longer. Ll address you rather than some 
others, because you reason at least 
calmly and kindly, while that cannot be 
said of all. 

At the outset I propose to discusa 
principles only, and with as little allu- 
sion as possible to the case of our un- 
fortunate comrades, I think their 
names have been bandied enongh, 
at least tillthey shall be able to speak 
for themselves. 

You first alluded to Lucifer and its 
work in disseminating radical thought, 
and you appeal to all your brothor and 
sister reformers to “give it our firmest 
support in this its hour of peril and 
persecution, not as a giftor as n loan, 
but ns a debt which wo owe to the whole 
Lucifer fraternity,” £o, This involvea 
the question at issue, and I must answer, 
as heretofore, that I cannot seq that we 
owe tho Lucifer fraternity anything on 
account of what they have dune for 
sexual freedom. On the contrary, I 
still foel that, by the stand they have tuken 
they have done the cause more harm 
than good. That good will grow ont of 
the agitation I freely admit, but how 
can that be credited to them if they are 
shown to be logically on the side of the 
enemy, Good will no doubt grow out 
ofthe Chicago murder trials, but that 


by no means proves that Mr, Parsons 
isa genuine reformer, That question de! 
pendson the nature of Mr. Parsons’ 
teaching. Does it not? But you bave 
rend my article as all your party do, 
very careloesly, Ihave never refused to 
contribute to the support of Lucifer, J 
intend to do all I can for it, not na a 
gift or n loan, nor yet as s debt, I shall 
do itas an investment, I invest in Lu- 
citer because it is dovoled to froo dis- 
cursion. Whenever it abandons free dis- 
cussion, I ehall Jose interest in it, no 
matter’ what its position may be on 
marriago or avy other question. If some 
of my critics would give more attention 
to.what I havo actually written, instond 
ofl erecting an imaginary image of me 
fortho mere ploasuro of knocking it 
down, I think their fulminations would 
bo moderated somewhat. 

In your nest paragraph you mnakoa 
vory palpable mistake iu classivg mo 
with the Anarchists. Do you not remem- 
ber the tilts I havo had with them all 
along? Anarchy meuns simply no gov- 
ernment, Government of somo kind is 
necessary to order, Even selt-govern- 
ment is government. The dictionary is 
right, and the ancient philosophers woro 
right in making Anarchy synonymous 
with confusion and disorder. I orraign 
the present system, not because it gov- 
ernstbhoe people, but, onthe contrary, 
because it fatls to govern thom; becanse 
instead of securing order it disturbs aud 
threatens to overthrow what little order 
wo already have, In areal government 
there will be no tendency to rebellion. 

Who would think of advising that tho 
earth, if such a thing were possible, 
should break away from the cuntralling 
power of the snu? Individual desire 
is tho centrifugal force in the moral 
world. Love of right, lovo of others, 
and a percoption of the rights of others, 
are the trinity that constitutos the cen- 
tripetal force, that holds usin the degree 
of order that we now haye; and when 
this force shall become sufficiently de- 
veloped and diffused, so ns to boem- 
bodied in tho organization of the state, 
we shall have real govornment, and also 
real freedom, just as we have them in 
the rotation of the earth in its orbit; and 
never until then shall we have either. 

You ask if we do not recogniza the 
fact thatevery man and™ woman shall 
obey the dictates of conscience; und you 
anawer for us that [wo do. I beg leave 
to answer for myself; T do not, Oon- 
sciouce is a very poor guide unlesa pròp- 
erly educated, If itis to oxeuse Bro. 
Walkor in the mistakes he makes, then 
it will just as clearly excuse his pere 
secutors, provided they are sincere, 
which I cannot doubt the majority of 
themare, Inadmit that every man and 
every woman has aright to be governed 
by hia or her own conscience in prefer- 
ence to that of another, If my con» 
sciouce be not sufficiently reliable for a 
guido for my own conduct, I certainly 
have no right to foistit upon others, 
The true course is to conform to “the 
best usages,” the same as wo do in tho 
use of language. One cannot dictate to 
another, but we can resort to acknowl. 
edged standards, such as the golden 
rule, the sovercignty of the individual, 
&c. is your argument answered, “you 
dear, delightful,” mistakon woman? 

Bet your greatest mistake, and the 
one that does mo the greatest injustice, 
iain your charging mo with pessimism, 
and a “hunger for law-brenking.” Noth- 
ing could be further from thetruth, I 
have nover before beon charge with boing 
of a turbulent, law-breaking disposition, 
and and I cannot think my writings 
have justified such a charge, I took the 
position that our soxual relations are our 
own private affairs, and are of too deli. 
cate a nature to bo subjected to the un. 
charitable scrutiny of the public. This 
has provoked a storm of hasty, halfdi- 
westod criticism. Why, say they, wo 
surely have the right to reveal our own 
secrets, if we want to. Yes, we havon 
right to got ourselves into jailif we 
want to, but my point is this: I have no 
rightto publish anything that will get 
another—ono, perhaps, that I love, into 
jail, or into any other trouble, even with 
her consent. Peoplo get into trouble, 
and get othera into trouble somotimes 
by publishing even their own socrote, 
especially those concerning their au- 
tonomiatic love affairs, and the nearer 
autopomistic the atfair the inore danger. 
You all refuse to notice this point. You 
aleo overlook tho fact that there is no 
Jaw to punish us for loving whom wo 
please, so long as we tell nobody, ‘The 
penalty is for telling. Can't you under- 
staud? Where nre your womanly wits? 
And so wire ia not a gloomy, desperate, 
rebellious position, You, not 1, are the 
law-breakers. I have no trouble. I get 
along peaceably with my orthodox neigh- 
bors, und that without any sacrifice of 
Principle, A. WARREN, 
Vichita Falls, Texas.
